NOTICE OF INITIATION OF A SAFEGUARD INVESTIGATION 

New Delhi, the 15th September, 1999 

[Under Rule 6 of the Customs Tariff (Identification and Assessment of Safeguard Duty) 

Rules, 1997] 

Sub :—Initiation of Safeguard investigation concerning imports of White/Yellow 
Phosphorus into India. 

G.S.R. 638(E).—An application has been filed before me under Rule 5 of the Customs 
Tariff (Identification and Assessment of Safeguard Duty) Rules, 1997 by Search Chem Industries 
Limited (SCIL), Mumbai; Phosphorus and Chemicals Travancore Limited (PACT), Cochin and 
United Phosphorus Limited (UPL), Mumbai for imposition of Safeguard Duty on imports of White/ 

Yellow Phosphorus into India to protect the domestic producers against serious injury caused by the 
increased imports of Whitc/Yellow Phosphorus into India. 

2. Product involved: The applicant have alleged serious injury caused by 
the increased imports of White/Yellow Phosphorus into India. The product 
White/Yellow Phosphorus is classified under Sub-heading 2804.70 of the First 
Schedule to the Customs Tariff Act 1975 and under 28047003 of the Indian 
Trade Classification based on the Harmonised Commodity Description (ITC). 
White/Yellow Phosphorus is an in-organic chemical with chemical formula P4. 

The process for the manufacture of Yellow Phosphorus involves conversion of 
Rock Phosphate in the presence of Silica and Coke in Electric Furnace. Yellow 
Phosphorus is colourless or white, transparent, crystal, having waxy appearance 
and darkens on exposure to light. It is volatile, sublimes in vacuum at ordinary 
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temperature when exposed to light. When exposed to air in the dark, it emits a 
greenish light and gives off white fumes. Yellow Phosphorus is used in the 
production of intermediates like Phosphorus Trichloride, Red Phosphorus, 
Phosphorus Pentasulphide, Aluminium Phosphite and Zinc Phosphite. It is a 
building block for various agro chemicals which are extensively applied by the 
agricultural sector besides finding applications in defence needs. 

3. Domestic Industry: There are five companies in India who created 

capacity for production of Yellow Phosphorus namely UPL, Mumbai; PACT, 
Cochin; Excel Industries Limited , Mumbai; Star Chemicals Limited, Mumbai and 
SCIL, Mumbai. The two companies who have filed the present application 
(supported by UPL who have transferred their plant and capacity to SCIL) 
account for total Indian production of White/Yellow Phosphorus as the other 
producers have suspended their production. / 

4. Increased Imports: The Yellow Phosphorus is imported into India from 
Bulgaria, Chinese Taipei (Taiwan), China, Hongkong, Germany, Japan, Korea 
DPR, the Netherlands, U.K. and U.S.A. 

The imports of White/Yellow Phosphorus have shown an increasing trend 
in absolute term as well as compared to domestic production. The imports and 
domestic production of White/Yellow Phosphorus during 1994-95 to 1998-99 
have been as under:

5. Injury : The increased imports of White/Yellow Phosphorus have caused 
serious injury to the domestic producers of, White/Yellow Phosphorus in as 
much as the capacity utilisation has declined rapidly from 55.18% in 1995-96 to 
as low as 4.65% in 1997-98 and 6.12% in 1998-99, The increase in imports as a 
percentage of domestic production has registered a phenomenal increase from 
112.63% in 1994-95 to 2696.73% in 1998-99. 

The market share of the domestic producers of White/Yellow Phosphorus 
in the total domestic consumption of White/Yellow Phosphorus has also declined 
from about 42% in 1995-96 to a low of 3.79% in 1998-99. 
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with the factory with safe custody, and the remaining two have been retained for 
official use.
